Officers. 

(1.) Any officer to be allowed to resign, and to claim pension and compensation 
as though retired compulsorily. 

(2.) Officer’s pension to be, if his service is — 

(a.) Less than fifteen years, forty-sixtieths of salary ; 

(5.) Between fifteen and twenty-five years, forty-sixtieths, with an addition 
of one-sixtietli for each begun year of service above fifteen years ; 

(c.) Between twenty-five and thirty years, fifty- sixtieths ; 

(d.) Between thirty and forty years, fifty-sixtieths, with a deduction for 
each year of service to forty-sixtieths after forty years’ service ; 

(3.) Each officer to receive in addition a gratuity — 

If a county inspector, of 35/. for each year of service, to a maximum of 

1 , 000 /. ; 

If a district inspector, of 20/., to a maximum of 600/. 

Gradual reduction of gratuity after thirty years, so that at 40 years there 
will be no gratuity. 

(4.) Commutation to be an absolute right, and to be made on lower terms. 

(5.) Pensions and gratuities not to be affected by subsequent public employment. 

(6.) Compensation for injuries or death to be granted from the Exchequer of 
the United Kingdom, in lieu of the grand jury cess. 

(7.) Promotion to continue pending abolition. 


Constables. 

(1.) Every man to count his ten added years, notwithstanding the pension would 
thus exceed the maximum. 

(2.) Pension to be calculated according to the salary which a man would have 
received if he had served the added ten years. 

(3.) The scale of pension between eighteen and twenty-one years’ service to be 
two-fiftieths per year. 

(4.) On grant of a pension under paragraph (7) of Schedule 6, not less than ten 
years’ service to be added. 

(5.) If a pensioner dies before he would have completed twenty-eight years’ 
service, had he continued to serve, his widow and children to receive pensions in 
accordance with Section 4 of 46 & 47 Viet. c. 14. 

(6.) The conditions as to pension in Section 7 of 46 & 47 Viet. c. 14, to be 
cancelled, and no pension to be forfeited except on conviction for felony, punishable 
by seven years’ penal servitude. 

(7.) Constable incapacitated by injuries to have a pension equal to full pay in 
addition to the present compensation from the grand jury ; and the compensation to 
be granted by the Imperial Government if it is refused by the grand jury. 

(8.) Constable 
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(8.) Constable whose health is permanently impaired pending the abolition, to 
be retired on the fall pension to which he would have been entitled had he remained 
until the abolition. 

(9.) An alteration of the terms of commutation. 

(10.) The power under 46 & 47 Viet. c. 14, s. 3 (6) of the Inspector-general to 
require a constable, after twenty-five years’ service to retire, is to cease. 

(11.) Each constable on being compulsorily retired to receive a gratuity of one 
year’s pay. 

(12.) Constables desiring to retire may do so according to priority of service 
within one month after their application, and have the above pensions, but not the 
above gratuity.
